H LEGAL OPINION. 

What a rubllo 1'roaaculor Tlilnka of tn. 
Taatlinnny of l'ullra mil ... 

If I could have my own way about it, 
I should always presout llio case of tho 
prosecution without the testimony of 
polico officers or dotectives. Not bo- 
causo I consider them unreliable as 
witnesses or because their tostiniony is 
any less deserving of credit than that 
of any other person, but simply because 
of a sort of popular prejudice against 
them which insinuates Itself often into 
the jury box. and serves to acquit many 
a thorough scoundrel. The average 
citizen must certainly appreciate the 
necessity of polico officers and detect- 
ives, and often funis them of great 
value and assistance to him, and I don't 
understand why he should nllow him- 
self as a juror to be influenced by this, 
prejudices a prejudieo which originated 
with the Imodium element, and which 
has been sedulously cultivated by tho 
criminal lawyer. 1 havo known men 
who at least pretended to be decent 
and respectable citizens to bo car- 
ried away by tho velioment tirade 
niiuU by the prisoner's attorney 
against the police, when, in fuel, 
the officers in the case not only had 
done absolutely nothing to deserve any 
abuse, but had really discharged their 
duties as good men and true. I bare 
had considerable cx|icMcnco on both 
sides of the counsel table, and I have 
found tho policoman as a rule to bo 
honest mid straightforward, and to real- 
ize the obligation of an oath as fully as 
tho ordinary witness. His testimony, 
of courso. is generally damaging to tho 
accused, but It would hardly bo ex- 
ported to bo otherwise. If a patrolman 
early in tho morning finds a man with 
a watch and chain stolon from my 
room during the night, it is only 
reasonable to suppose thai his swearing 
to that fact should go hard with the 
prisoner on his trial, yet a liUle poison 
ice in general skill 
yer in the caso may 
Cases doubtless occur where the officer 
is so well assured of tho guilt of the tew 
used, especially if he be a hardened of- 
fender, that his testimony is to some 
extent tinged with his personal opinions 
or feolings iu tho Matter, yet 111 this re- 
spect he differs not at all from other 
persons. I doubt if nuy mun who has a 
personal interest In any criminal 
case on either side can bo a 
wholly truthful ami Impartial wit- 
ess. Human testimony is after all 
only an expression of human 
naturo, which is any thing but perfecL 
As a usual thing, officors are not ex- 
perts in any particular lino, yot thoy 
are expected to bo statesmen, jurists, 
diplomatists, doctors and overy thing 
else, and under all circumstances and 
in all cases lo be absolutely impartial 
ami imperturbable, and to discharge 
their functions with a judgment and 
discretion as nicely balanced as a 
chemist's scales. In reality, all that 
the office calls for is physical strength, 
fearlessness nnd a moderate quantity 
of what is called "horso-scnae." If a 
man possesses more than thoso, he can 
certainly do better than walk a beat In 
all kinds of weather at aevontr-five 
dollars a month. As for the profes- 
sional detective, I have found that bis 
calling rather causes him to appreciate 
the value of truth than otherwise, and 
that he needs lo lie feared and dis- 
trusted only by thoso who aro fit sub- 
jects for his work. That he dovotcs 
himself to tho task of ferreting out 
crimes and criminals for tho good 
of the commonwealth is no reason why 
he should bo any loss truthful thnn tho 
physician who pries into all manner of 
uucleanlincss nnd pollution for the 
good of humanity, or the lawyer who 
searches diligently for every nice tech- 
nicality to keep his client from paying 
a just debt. For my own part, I would 
tako tho oath of a detective as readily 
as that of any other man.— St. Louis 
Globe- Democrat.

These thou go over to the 
White Houso to be looked over by the 
correspondence clerk, and, as tho re- 
quests aro usually oven inoro absurd 
than thoso which come written in tho 
English tongue, they are nover shown 
ti Mr. Cleveland, except, perhaps, 
when a particularly funny one drops in 
and the clerk or Colonel Laiuont thinks 
it would be enjoyed all round.

■a l te r! from people who beg in foreign 
languages avcrag- about one a day tho 
year through, but oftcner run up to 

forty a month, th"!! fall to twenty-five. 
They co.no both from Europo and 
America, and are most commonly writ- 
ten in German. Thna. which como 
from ■broad are tho funniest, because 
tho writers display not only their own 
cranky notions, but tho most eccentric 
Ideas of tho way in which the govern- 
ment of this country is managed.

He put his ple'aotf tUi" 
ground that tho President had once 
been vory kind to his mother, and that 
on this ground he should take particu- 
lar pains that her children did not suf- 
fer. This letter is like tho majority in 
two respects. It demands money and 
In a considerable sum. asking $.1,000 
for the purchase of a house. It evident- 
ly came from a man who had lost bis 
wils. Translator Thomas docs not liko 
tho mailing of the epistles when 
they turu out to bo in a largo per cent 
from crazy writers. Ho finds that it 
has a tendency to make him mclan 
oholy. 

Of a more laughablo sort arc tho lct- 
tci-s from uiiter- who imagine the 
President has a minute knowledgo of 
the whole country nnd its people, liko 
a postmaster iu it country town. Tho 
man In Spain, whose letter askod Mr. 
Cleveland if ho knew whether his sec- 
ond cousin, who camo to this country 
nearly ten years ago, was still here is a 
fair sample of its class. A Gorman 
woman In Now York wroto in sober 
earnest, saying that alio understood 
from the President's message that ho 
had tho disposing of a very largo sur- 
plus of money in tho Nation'sTrcasiiry, 
and as she was poor and deserving sbo 
thought that ill all justice sho should 
havo some. Tho western Germans write 
queer letters. A man who signed himself 
Krnusskopf aiid dated his letter Allegan 
County, Michigan, lias been a persist- 
ent correspondent of the President over 
since ho came into office. Iu spite of 
naror receiving a reply, ho has written 
again and again in ungrammatical 
misspelled German, demanding a part 
of tho President's salary. He never 
mentions auy particular sum, but is 
always holding out his hand for a sharo 
of It. A boy, ovidently a Norwegian 
from his name, wroto from Minnesota 
not long ngo. Ho said that ho lived by 
tho shore of a lake and was poor. Ho 
needed to earn money and was trying 
to do it by shooting ducks on the lake. 
He had only an old gnu nnd wished, if 
it wero possjble, that the President 
would send him a rillc. 

Mr. Thomas does not always got frco 
from the petitioning foreigner when ho 
leaves his office. It is not long since 
he was besought fervontly by a Greek 
thou staying in the city to bring it 
about in the Slato Dopartmcnt that a 
Hue estate in Greece, which ho de- 
clared bclonzcd to him, should como 
into his possession. There was not 
any evidence of bis ownership beyond 
his own statement, but he assured Mr. 
Thomas that if the State Department 
could only secure tho property Mr. 
ilnyard should have a clear $2,000 for 
his services. After many assurances 
that nothing could bo dono for him, ho 
began to write to the Senators entreat- 
ing them to interfero in his behalf. 
Thorn was no satisfaction there, and hu 
tried the snmo method ou the House, 
asking thia body in fact to cvmpol Mr. 
Ilnyard to act for him. Rebuffed ngaln, 
he turned to tho Supremo Court Hu 
visited Chief Justice Wnlte. "What 
did ho say?" was asked of the crank as 
ho roturncd from this mission. "He 
would not sav a word," was tho de- 
spairing reply. 

Mr. Thomas has hold his presont po- 
sition twenty-thrco years. Ho Is a 
short, thick-sot man, with good-hu- 
mored face, gray beard, and grny hair 
closely cropped. — Cor. Chicago Tribune. 

The French President's Perquisites. 

Tho President of France is allowed 
fire-wood, eandl. and gaslight; men 
servants, tho wages and hoard of whom 
tho State paya, n. well as tl.o liveries 
of whom it buys; two enrriages, a car- 
riage for his secretaries; two military 
secretaries, three civil secretaries; 
house linen nnd the cost for washing it; 
vegetables for his table from the ex- 
royal garden, flowers from his green- 
house and ball rooms from tho city 
nursery gardens; valitnbln preserves In 
the forests of Marly and Knmbouiliet, 
which not only supply his table with all 
tho game it can consume, hut enable 
him to put away about $9,000 a year. 
'I he President has a box at the opera 
and at the Francais paid by the State. 
His sitting-room is fitted up with tele- 
phones, which enable him and his fam- 
Jy to hear oporas without stirring from 
the chimney comer. This, too, Is paid 
by tha uatl«n.-Ar. Y. trUun*.

We wcro in hopes that tho few 
suggestions thrown out by the Khs- 
TL'ckian as regards the post-office 
would lie properly considered by the 
postmaster, and steps taken at once 
to comply with every requirement 
of the law. The people of Hopkins- 
villo and vicinity aro interested in 
tills matter, aud aro anxioutly 
awaiting a renewed interest on the 

part of Mr. McKcn/io. 

In tho New Kra of tho 18th Mr. 
McKcu/.io oilers somewhat of an 
apology for tho few mistakes that 
have been made in handling tho mail. 
He evidently has not been iu when 
the mail given to wrong persons has 
been returned, to again go through 
tho ofllce be/bra reaching tho right 
one.
